In recent days, I've been getting 
several calls and emails regarding the situation at and around Hollywood Recreation Center, and I've driven 
the location several times myself. We hear basically daily from neighbors that the situation around the Rec 
Center has gotten noticeably worse in terms of suspected criminal activity emanating from the encampments 
(particularly related to narcotics). 


I am asking you all for the following: 


LAPD - Hollywood: Daily 6:00 AM enforcement of the tents {I often see at least a dozen or more up during 
the day} 


LAPD - OWB/HOPE: Please consider this the top current location in Hollywood Division, from CD13's 
perspective. We need as much outreach and, if necessary, enforcement as possible. 


LAHSA: Don, as we spoke about yesterday, please have your HOPE and Outreach Teams make this as high a 
priority as possible, and please coordinate with LGBT Center and E6 teams on outreach. 


City Attorney: Steve, are you able to work with LAPD on legal remedies where applicable? 


RAP: Yamil, please continue to be in touch with me regarding what you are seeing and the feedback you are 
getting. I often hear from the residential neighbors but I would appreciate hearing from you as well.
